Those who use rings aud poles for 
their window curtains sometimes tire 
of seeing a thin cnrtaiu suipou lod in 
this way. and wish they oould dispense 
with riugs, but do but care to incur 
extra expense for brass rods and fix- 
tares. They may do so and yet retain 
tho pole. 

Turn over the upper edge of the 
curtain as much as will leave the de¬ 
sired length, and then with ueedle and 
thread run across it twice, in the sane 
way that yon * would treat a mnaliu 
curtain which ia to be gathered on • 
cord.

Twenty Tears ef LsfhlstJvs Ow 
A Art —Teels aad J« Agin sat* Wow 
Anew at Is $80,000 

F OR a score of year* the rea-Ierv 
of Americas newspapers have 
been in the habit of seeing, 
here and there, at sporadic 
Intervals and in onlookad for connec¬ 
tions, mysterious allnsions to the grant 


tiooa, mysterious allnaiona to «ne great 
“Jones Oonnty calf case," and arith- 
metical geniuses have ever and soon 
blanched before its involved account* 
and gone drivelling to loontic asy¬ 
lums after vainly attempting to com¬ 
pote its coete aod anoertaio its re¬ 
sults. 

Thera ia no streamer chapter in th* 
annals of American lew. The plaintiff 
himself writes me: ••Some of the beet 
farmers in Jones County lost all their 
properly long ago In lawing this case. 
Then their children and friends took 
it op and fought it na long as they 
could. It is still pending!" And it 
has long sine# peaaed from the condi¬ 
tion ot a neighborhood scandal to the 
magnificent proportions of a national 
onrioeity. This ia how it cams about: 

Robert Johnson, an Ohio boy, of 
Virginia stock, went to farming ia 
185# in Jones Oonnty, Iowa In 1874 
Farmer Potter, of Or sene County, an 
acquaintance of Johnson, came to 
Johnson and said ha wanted to bay 
some calves. A man named Smith, a 
stranger thereabout*, who bad ainoe 
succeeded in concealing himself from 
observation, most have heard of this; 
he went to Johnson and sold him five 
•mall dark calves, whioh on June 4, 
1874, Johnson delivered to Potter. 
Just then Farmer John Foreman, of 
Jonas County, discovered that five 
calves had disappeared from his 
farm. He had seen Johnson drive five 
oalves away, to deliver to Potter, bat 
made no inquiry about the matter un¬ 
til afterward. Farmer Peter Onstott 
saw Farmer Johnson deliver the five 
ealvee to Drover Potter. When 
Farmer Foreman missed his oalves he 
followed Drover Potter to Greene 
County, Iowa, and foand his missing 
property in Potter's herd. Potter 
•aid he nad bought from Johnson the 
oalvee which Foreman now identified 
as his own. So Foreman went back to 
Jones County and demanded from 
Johnson the value of his missing 
ealvee, whiuh Johnson, though an 
innocent man, gave to Foreman in the 
shape of a note for $45. 

Johnson than tried to find the 
mysterious villain Smith, intending, 
no doubt, to make Smith give him 
(Johnaoo) a note for $45, bat Smith 
had vanished. Determined to have 
satisfaction somehow, Johnson, who 
waa then only thirty years of age, took 
a jaunt ont to Greene County, and on 
being shown by Potter the calves 
whioh Farmer Foreman had claimed 
as his missing property, swore that he 
(Johnson) had never sold those oalves 
to Potter and that he would not pay 
the $45 note he had given to Foreman. 

Mr. Foreman then oonolnded that it 
was time for him to take another 
hand in the gama He was fairly 
pining for the exoltemeot of a law 
•oil He sent word to Potter that if 
he (Potter) did not institute oriminaLj 
proceedings against Johnson, he (via., 
Foreman,) would invoke the majesty 
of the criminal law against him (Pot¬ 
ter). 8o Potter went all the way to 
Jones County again, joined the Anti- 
Horse Thief Association and succeeded 
in having the unfortunate Johnson in¬ 
dicted for the larceny of $16 worth of 
calves. The mysterious villain named 
Smith atill remained in abeyance. 
This was in Decern be.*, 1874. Now 
oomes fun 

The indictment was quashed in 
May, 1875. In December, 1875, a new 
lndiutment w«a found and a change of 
venae to Cedar County was secured 
by Johnson. In 1876 there was a 
trial, and the jury stood eleven toons 
for acquitting Johnson Thao there 
waa another trial and Johnson was 
aoqnitted, Farmer Peter Onstott 
testifying that the oalves Foremen 
claimed from Potter ware not the 
ealvee Johnson had told to Potter, 
and that Potter knew it, and even ad¬ 
mitted it, but had advised Farmer 
Onstott to keep hie mouth shat, which 
Farmer OneloU would under no cir¬ 
cumstances agfee to do. 

“Heighho,* said Farmer Johnson 
to himself after heerltg Farmer 
Onatott unify; “let os have more 
law." So be began an action for $10, • 
000 damages in Anamoea, Linu 
County, against seven prominent 
members ol the Auti-Hor*M Thief 
Association. A verdict of $6000 was 
rendered tn Johnson's favor, but the 
Judge, probably baling to aee a lea l 
tng calf case spoiled, as U were, sat 
the verdict aside. The dt/sniauU 
were anti horse thieves, as followst 
A 7. Miller, David Fell, John Fore¬ 
man, Abe Miller, Harmon Keller aad'

The Joaee County calf sees was u»w 
moved to fUaekhawk County Iowa 
Judge Begg got hold of the Ska#. and 
when the Jury found a verdict of 
$6000 in Johneoo'e favor be, Bngg, 
promptly overruled a motion fur a 
new trial and entered judgment* 
against the six remaining enti-hon# 
thieves. 

The Bapreme Court of Iowa oow 
took a hack aft the Jones County calf 
case and reversed this judgment in 
appeel. Johnson, who had been worth 
more than $10,00U when (he oelf case 
began, wee now (1888) almost a pan per. 
and the coet* taxed in court, indepen¬ 
dent of enormous attorney*' fees and 
expanses, were $8886 4'J. Seventy 
witnesses ware held for eleven day* in 
the town of Blaekhawk, and the hotel 
had such a boom that it declared a 
quarterly dividend before the case tti 
half over. There woe another trial 
and another verdict for Johnson, who 
had become so used to getting verdicts 
that he was almost reconciled to not 
getting anything else. The Supreme 
Court had become quite interested in 
the Jonas County calf case by this 
time, however, and it promply set this 
verdict aside also. 

“There waa a sound of revelry by 
night” la Waterloo soon after ward, for 
it was formally announced that the 
Jones County calf case was to he tried 
all over again. Mr. Johnaoo got an¬ 
other verdict for $1600, and the six 
anti-horse thieves again appealed to 
the Supreme Court. They didn't want 
to pay $7000 worth of oourt cost* if 
they oonid help it, but the Supreme 
Court wouldn't reverse the judgment. 

Having been mulcted in this griev¬ 
ous manner the six anti-horse thieves 
now came into oonrt once more sd I 
asked if they oonldn't have $100d 
knocked off the bill of costs they had 
to pay, inaamnoh as Harmon Kellar, 
who had been let off by the Oliaton 
County Jadge, ought to pay at lesvt 
one-seventh of the ooete for all the fan 
he had had. Jadge Li ashen over¬ 
ruled the motion of the six anti-horse 
thieves, but they were not dieoon- 
oerted by a little thing like that, and 
they once more appealed to the Su¬ 
preme Court of Iowa, where the case 
ia now pending on this point. The 
six anti-horse thieves are pretty well 
rained by thia time, and Johnson, who 
has bad to leave Jones County, and 
lives near by in Cedar Connty, may 
eventually get book a part of the com* 
fortable little fortnns he has blown in 
on the $45 oalvea. Dose os of lawyer! 
have fattened on calf case fees and 114 
jnrore have heard its manta Gov¬ 
ernor Horace Boies we* one of the 
lawyer* and Conoeelor C. E. Wheeler, 
who began “as ofloe boy to an at¬ 
torney's firm" when the case began, is 
now a moss grown Limb of the law. 

The plaintiff has paid ont $4800 that 
he knows of. “The oosta," he aays, 
“whioh aland against the defendants 
ran ap to some thirty thousand dol 
lam Of the eight trial judges who 
have heard the oaee at one time or an¬ 
other, two are deal'* Two of the de¬ 
fendants, the anti-horee thieves—vi*., 
E. V. Miller and Abe Millar —are 
dead. And the oalf eeee is very much 
alive. —New York Herald.

When we reflect upon (he depend- 
euoa of the mind upon the bodily con¬ 
dition, writes Fanny L. Faacher, we 
oannot escape the conviction that a 
good cook ia a benefactor, and the 
caterer who feods his fellow mea 
wisely, la as great as be who rules a 
nation. 

The numerous writers upon this 
subject, and the cooking schools, or 
clubs, springing np here and there 
prove that it ia gaining the interest 
whioh its importance demands. From 
this we opine that the twentieth cen 
tury maiden may boavt of her ability 
to render Beethoven's sonatas; bnt 
her skill in the culinary art will be 
her greater pride. Then, indeed, 
will dyspepsia be rooted, since im¬ 
proper diet will not be from infanoy 
the regimen. When the appetite is 
not depraved, its cravings will often 
be a guide to proper diet. Sugar, so 
often oravod by children, was former¬ 
ly considered a luxury, but now it is 
deemed a necessity since it furnishes 
calorio for those whose weak digestion 
forbids mnoh /at or oily foods. 

The rigor of winter demands meat 
and other hoat-prodaoing material. 
The economic housewife prepares her 
meat by roasting or boiling; indeed, 
the frying pan is said to be the curse 
of Amorioau cuisine. Haste surely 
makes waste in the cooking of meats. 
The writer’s formula for roasting beef 
will be found profitable. 

Having seoared a good roast—the 
dealer soon learns where he can send 
poor cats—prooeod as follows: Rah 
over tho surface a scant handful of 
salt to three pounds of meat; place in 
•hallow kettle, the kind used by most 
housewives for frying fried oakos; 
cover with inverted pie-tin and place 
in a piping hot oven. After baking 
faat for ten miniates to preserve tho 
jnices, lower tho temperature. When 
partially done, turn over the meat. 
In this process no basting is neoeesary 
and the generated steam prevents 
overcooking. This ia the principle of 
the patent baker whioh all oanQot pro¬ 
cure. 

When ready for the oven do not add 
water, as is the custom, in open pans. 
Whoa baked, however, and removed 
from the kettle, water and Hoar may 
bo added to the meat broth for the 
desired gravy. Try this way, and yon 
will nover again roast meat in an open 
dripping pan.—Now York Observer.

The Transit of fflAreury. 

An interesting astronomical 
event will take place on the 10 th 
of November next. We allude to 
the transit of the planet Meroury 
across the sun. The phenomenon 
will be visible in North America, 
South America, Europe, and other 
quarters. It may be seen to ad¬ 
vantage with the telescope. 

A simple method wnereby a 
number of persons may simultane¬ 
ously observe the transit is to throw 
an enlarged image of the sun upon 
a sheet of white paper. This may 
be effected easily by using the tel¬ 
escope as a magic lantern. 

A stick is tied to the end of the 
telescope; at the lower end of the 
stick is secured a block of wood in 
which a saw cut is made to receive 
the —«tiff cardboard is the 

best. The paper sheet receives 
upon its surface the enlarged im¬ 
age of the sun, acrosi which the 
shadow of the planet, in the form 
of a aound black dot, will be seen 
to travel, at the rate of about one 
hundred thousand miles per hour. 
We advise our readers, eebecially 
the young people, to get out their 
telescopes and observe this most 
interesting phenomenon. 

The coming transit will be visi¬ 
ble from about 10 a. m. to 3 p. m. 
it will take the planet about 6 ] 
hours to move across the sun’s disk. 

The path of the transit is a little 
above the sun’s center. The diam¬ 
eter of the sun's disk is estimated 
at 800,000 miles. 

Of the family of planets visible 
to the naked eye, Mercury is the 
smallest aud the nearest to the sau. 
His diameter, is in round uuindcm.

The Fakir of tha Monkey- 
Temple. 

A correspondent of the KoL 
ntAcJie Zeitung tells the following 
strange story, which if true, may 
help us to believe that Rndyanl 
Kipling’s strange talee of India 
are not altogether creations of the 
imagination.

“Every visitor to Simla (India) 
knows the Jakko Hill—about 
1,500 feet high—in ihe immediate 
neigh borhood, and the monkey- 
temple on the top of it. There 
lives an ascetic, fanatical fakir wire 
supports himself and the monkeya 
on the offerings of the faithful, 
and who is treated by those crea¬ 
tures with the moat profoend re¬ 
spect. There are two troops or 
regiments of monkeys, each with 
its king, who is appointed to that 
position by the fakir. The king, 
alone, has the right to eat in ihe 
temple; the other monkeys remain 
outside, and the fakir himself 
bringe a dish of tit-bits for their 
Kotwal or general. When they 
have done, they file respectfully 
before the fakir, who oiamissea 
them with ‘Go, my children.’ This 
fakir, who is bronzed by wind and 
weather, clothed only in a leopard- 
skin, and whose hair has not been 
cut or combed in twenty years, is 
a European. He is able to con¬ 
verse in perfect English, and his 
name is Charles William de Kou- 
sette. His father was a shopkeep¬ 
er in Simla, and seut him as a boy 
to the beet school there. But an 
ex-servant of the father had been 
very intimate with the fakir of 
Jakko, and on the latte^s death 
had succeeded to his position. The 
young Rouaette used to visit him 
frequently, and the man showed 
great regard for the son of his old 
employer. Threatened with some 
punishment at school, the boy 
took refuge with his friend the fa¬ 
kir at the temple, but was found 
there some days later and brought 
back. He seemed to have lost all 
interest in life, was always want¬ 
ing to return to the temple, and 
one day he suddenly disappeared. 
The next twelve years he spent in 
bis novitiate, wandering about In¬ 
dia, and ‘clothed’ only with his 
hair. After the twelve years, lie 
reappeared in Simla as the disci¬ 
ple of the fakir, and on the latter’s 
death succeeded him. The elder 
Rouaette hod meanwhile di#d I saw 
iug a good fortune, but the sou 
made no effort to secure it. He 
says he is perfectly happy, and

The enameling of ailver was very 
little known iu Russia until about 
I860, aud the work previous to that 
time waa imperfectly executed.

All England la deeply Interested Id 
a new mystery — whatbecameof King 
Theebaw’i crown lewel# acd other 
wealth when the RriLlab occupied the 
palace in Mandalay, Burmah, after 
the campaign of 1886. 

This Question has come up through 
the death bed confession of a private 
Id the Weil Surrey Regiment, who 
declares that he and a companion, 
Private William White, ami red all 
or a portion of the*o treasures and 
bid them in a moat In the vicinity. 
This statement has been made public, 
and Private White hat been sent to 
Burmah to help recover the treasure. 

At the time of the British occupa¬ 
tion orders were given by the Gov* 
arnment that the annexation of Bor- 
mah should be carried out peacefully 
and without hloodshod, and every en¬ 
deavor was made to obtala King 
Tbeebaw’s submission. But be re¬ 
fused to comply with tbs British de* 
maud', and the troops were marched 
from the flotilla to the palace walla 
An assault was then made, and tbs 
palace was occupied Shortly after 
Ttaeebuw abdicated, and he and bis 
two wives were scot off by steamer 

As sooo as the King hod given his 
submission guards were hurriedly 
placed In the royul rooms to protect 
the Jewel* of countless worth which 
were known to tie there. And great 
was the British disappointment when 
It wan discovered that tbo treasures 
had disappeared. Among these mis¬ 
sing treasures was a gold calf weigh¬ 
ing several hundred weight, as well 
as a portion of the rega la and quan¬ 
tities of precious stoues. The crown 
Is studded with rubles and diamonds 
and Is surmounted by a peacock. 

At the time suspicion rented on 
tho Burmab Ministers and the maids 
of honor, and every effort wax made 
to trace the treasure, but without 
avail. Now, after nine year,, the 
whole subject romes up on this con¬ 
fession or a private soldier who was 
present at the attack on the palace, 
and who declared that he and a com¬ 
panion burled the stolen plunder be¬ 
neath a sentry-box. 

Tbecliaw's kingly wealth was ln- 
dlsputaole. lie had accumulated 
from bis ruby mines a most valuable 
collection of stones, and bis Insignia 
were set with diamonds of the rarest 
size. What was known as his 
betel-box was of pu:e gold, aod tho 
cover was ornamented with rows of 
rubles and diamonds the center ruby 
alone weighing thirty-nine and one- 
half carats. There was also In ibis 
collection a golden ewer, made a- a 
receptacle for sacred filter to be used 
at tbe coronation. It was done In 
the shape of a crayfish, of pure gold 
and studded with .ewels. 

The crown. Is also of gold and cov¬ 
ered with pearls and diamonds 

These articles, together w th the 
royal peacock and the lleo/a, wore 
present at all royal audiences and 
wero therefore familiar to the muoy 
agents and officers of the British Gov¬ 
ernment who had t*ccn admitted to 
Thecbaw’s presence. Tboy were. In 
fact, carried aLout with him.

Horrible Beggar* Who Line the Way 
to the Great Pagoda—The Won¬ 
derful Golden l>ome.

the famed traveler, so well known 
throughout the East bv the title of 
“The White Mahatma." Haid be: 
“Bnrmah is what an American girl 
wonld call ‘a funny country.*' 

Rangoon is an attractive city of 
beautifnl buildings, stately pagodas 
and long avenue*, overhung with 
magnificent shade trees, yet right 
through tbe ceotro of one of tboae 
beautiful bofilevarda runs a sluggish 
open stream of tbo nature of a sower, 
in which dead dogs, cats and rata 
make the air redolent with a perfume 
that is not at all snggestive of “Araby 
the Blest.” 

At Rangoon is the great golden 
pagoda, situated at the top of a hill 
in tbo outskirts of the city. Tho 
roadway from tho valley to the lop of 
the hill consists of a aeries of irregular 
steps, somo ten or twolre feet wide, 
ami from threo to teu inches high. 
These steps are entirely inclosed on 
tho left side (as you proceod toward 
tho top), and aro covored with an 
arched and vaulted roof. On the 
right side the roof is supported by 
pillars and arches opening 
out on a terrace of gardens and 
wallod inclosnrcs. This stairway 
is aboat one-eighth of a mile 
long, and at the bottom on each side 
are two emfrmous dragons, come thir¬ 
ty or forty feet high, carved out of 
brick and plaster work. These drag¬ 
ons have immense months wide open, 
showing horrible fangs and a protrud¬ 
ing tongue, while tho tail of the beast 
is curled and forked, like that of tbe 
traditional dovil. The architectnro is 
extremely qnaiot and interesting, as 
well as beantifnl. Tho pagoda itself 
is built in the center of, aud sur¬ 
rounded by, an immense garden of 
palm trees, in one of the most beauti¬ 
ful spots that one can conoeive of, 
and if tho place and tho approochps 
were kept clean it would bo a lovoly 
spot. But at tho very entrance of the 
stairway, each side is simply lined 
with the most disgusting beggars— 
men, women and children, but mostly 
men and women—thin and attenuated, 
and mostly with some portiou of th« ir 
body half eaten away with leprosy. 
These people simply pwarm around 
the traveler, clamoring lor alms, 
thrusting their mutilated arms and

HOME PROPRIETORSHIP. 

The subject of farmer home pro-» 
prietnrship, for the first time in 1 
the history of any country has been 1 
considered by the United State* 
government, and the result* have 
been made public lately from the 1 
Census office. Of the twelve mil -1 
lion six hundred and ninety thous-1 
and one hundred and fifty-two i 
families living in tho states and I 
territories, nearly one half own 
their farms and homes, and the) 
others rent. Of the families own-1 
ing their homes and farms, about 
twenty-eight per cent, have incum¬ 
brance*, and something more than 
•cventy-two per cent, have no in¬ 
cumbrances. Tins shows up well 
for the fanning interest as being 
on a firm financial basis. The sta¬ 
bility of the government mainly 
depends on those who have homes 
and are out of debt. This was the 
I state of affairs in 1890. Matters 
I may be something different now, 
but not very* materially so.

D. ( in Harper's Magaama: Many of 
the glacial traces about New York are 
buried np by the soil which haa been 
•lowly forming over them since the 
end of the great ice age. If, however, 
one lingers in his wanderings here¬ 
abouts where the ground is being 
cleared for building, he will observe, 
almost everywhere, where muoh soil 
and jarth and gravel are being dug 
out and carted ofl to clear the rock 
surfaces in preparation for blasting, 
that larger and smaller rounded rocks 
are found imbedded in tho gravel, 
rhey are usually too round and awk¬ 
ward in shape to bo useful in the 
masonry even of the foundations of 
buildings. Many of them aro too large 
to be shoveled into the carts and car¬ 
ried away with the dirt and gravel. 
And so one usually sees them rolled 
off on one aide, out of the way, on the 
bared rock surfaces, until these are 
freod from soil, when they, too, aro 
hoisted up and dragged ofl to somo 
convenient dumping-ground where 
land, as they say, is being “made." 

If one looks a little closely at these 
despised bowlders be will find that 
many of them are of entirely different 
character from soy of our native 
rocks Sometimes they aro rock 
called trap, like that which makes the 
Palisades; sometimes rook like that

Tree* ai Historian*, 
It has been found that tho 


rings c 

growth visible in the trunks of tree 
hnvo a far more interesting story t 
tell than ha* usually been suppose' 
Evorybody knows that they indicat 
the number of years that the tree he 
lived, but J. Konchler, of Texas, hi 
recently made experiments and obsei 
rations which seem to show that tree 
carry in their trunks a record of th 
weather conditions that have prevaile 
during the successive years of thei 
growth. 

Several tress, each more than 13 
years old, were fellod, and the orde 
and relative width of the rings o 
growth in their trunks were found t< 
agree exactly. 

This fact showed that all tho tree 
had experienced the same stimnlatio] 
in certain years and the same retards 
tion in other years. Assuming ths 
the most rapid growth had occurred i; 
wet years, and the lea.it rapid iu dr; 
years, it was concluded that out 0 
tho 134 years covered by tho life 0 
tho trees sixty had been very wet, si 
extremely wet, eighteen wet, aoven 
teen average as to the supply of moil 
ture, nineteen dry, eight very dry an 
six extremely dry. 

But when the records of rsiufsll 
running book as far as 1840, were con 
suited, it was found that they did no 
all agree with tho record of the trees 
Still it could not be denied that th*: 
rings in tho trunks told a true atorv 
of the weather influences whioh ha: 
effected tne trees in successive year*. 

The coucluaion was therefor' 
reached that the record of the nog- 
contained more than a mor • index ol 
the annual rainfall; that it showed 
what the character ol tho bevaou* h* 1 
been as to auuihiue, temperature, 
evaporation, regularity or irregularity 
of tne supply of moisture, and th* 
like; iu short,that the trees coutainod, 
indelibly impriuted in their trunks, 
moro than 100 years of nature's his 
tory. a history which wo might com 
pietely decipher if wo could bat look 
upon the face of nature from a tree's 
point of view. — Atlauta Constitution.

There Is Scarcely a Body of Troop* In 
Any Army Whose Exploits Ho 
Five ths Imagination. 

T HERE is scarcely a body of 
troops in any army whose 
duties are more striking to 
the imagination than the 
French chasseurs, who guard the long 
line of tho Alps. His cap hanging 
lightly over his car, his rillo strapped 
across his knapsack, his open tunic 
showing bis snnburnt neck, his waist 
encircled by his wide blue sash, and 
his muscular eatoos swathed in the 
woolen bauds, tho Alpine chasseur, 
careless of the weight of bis heavy 
marching equipments, picks his way 
easily along tho rooky cliff, treading 
nolidly over the rock from which the 
iron of his alpenstock strikes oat 
•parks, and gazes far down into the 
ravines with tho deep eyb of a moun* 
taineer. Perhaps he dreams while he 
keeps guard, for the life is one favora¬ 
ble to contemplation as well as hardi¬ 
hood, and very likely this touch of 
sentiment attracts the recruits who 
come to the fanions corps from the 
great cities, though these men aro in 
a minority, for most of tho meu arc 
recruited among the mighty moan- 
taius which they guard. 

The Alpine chasseur undergoes a 
training all his own. The first thing 
taught to the young recruit or to the 
yonng officer fresh from the academy 
is that bis new life demands of him 
ipecial obligations. The youth's 
morale mast be carefully cultivated, 
for he is in constant danger of vertigo, 
dips and false steps; all trace of timid¬ 
ity mast be eradicated. As for falls, 
(here are numerous mortal accidents 
avery year. A stone turns beneath 
the foot, a crevice opens in the snow, 
* peg rolls across the precipice, against 
inch catastrophios there is no guard¬ 
ing. It is so with the landslides, 
which happen in every seasou of the 
fear from the rains. Three years ago 
in the valley of tho Tinee tliree chas- 
wars of tho rear guard of the Twenty- 
third Battaliou were thus swept away, 
their companions escaping by bat a 
few seconds. And tho avalanches I and 
tho doadly vertigo, which will sudden¬ 
ly seize on the hardiest men ! and the 
foolhardy feats undertaken from bra¬ 
vado I Truly it is a life of constant 
peril. 

There aro no book rales for the 
ipecial tactics of marches and com- 
ttiots, bat a body of tradition based on 
chu experience of past wars and the 
Annual uiaueavres is the guide. These 
ire early taught to the chasseurs and 
tie is made free of a valuable lea*on, 
that tho snu, the stars and a pocketful 
d f compasses are of no earthly use to 
him ; what ho needs to know is tho 
lay of the laud and the trend of tho 
mouutuius and valleys and ranges. 

The chasseurs leave winter quarters 
at the beginning of summer for three 
mouths' campaingniug in the mount¬ 
ains. That is tho time to see them at 
their best —gay, alert, and enduring, 
murohiug right and day over terrible 
roads, drenched with rain or with 
perspiration, heavily laden, bat al¬ 
ways keeping the unalterable gaiety 
of the Frenoh soldier, and what lesson* 
they learn during the maneuvers of the 
tricks thst the mountains have tu store 
for them. You hear su infernal fusil¬ 
lade, a fearful thunder, a roll of mus¬ 
ketry close beside you; surely the st¬ 
uck is beiug made just there, around 
that point of rocks. The point of 
rocks is tnrued, when suddenly the 
uoioe dies dowu aud is heard far be¬ 
hind you.

And uow 
again, what is that gentle murmur that 
whis|H>rs srnuug tho brsuchsa, a dis¬ 
tant rolliug souud, whose mu filed hum 
does not hush the ripple of the brook?

A Tall IlulldlugN Foundation*. 

As new buildings in this city have 
been growing taller, their foundations 
have become proportionately deeper, 
and now* the care taken in tho con¬ 
struction of foundations is alniont as 
great a* in tho erection of the build¬ 
ing itself. A striking instance of this 
is oceu st Broadway and Pine street, 
where ou a plot cighlv-five feel 
square, there is to be erected a twen¬ 
ty-story building of tho American 
Snroty Company. When completed il 
will bo 30C foot from curb to roof, 
twenty feet higher than the steeple of 
Trinity Church and a little above the 
Manhattan Life Building, exclusive of 
the latter's steel tower. 

Work on the foundations was beguu 
on May 1, and will probably be com¬ 
pleted early in October. Tho first 
thing done was to sink rectangular 
steel caisson* to fill the area required. 
Under these the men worked, digging 
away the earth, little by little, the 
caiasoa* si! tho while sinking by their 
own weight and that of several tons of 
pig iron on the too of them. Air urn* 
continually pmuped to the men 
through a chimney-shaped cylinder. 
These caissons are sank from a level 
eighty feet below the street curb till 
a bed of solid ruak is struck. 

When all the caissons are dowu they 
will be filled with cement, aud on the 
top of this cemeut-filled steel frame 
will be ereoted octagonal pillars of 
brick, for a distance of about forty to 
fifty feet, as a support for tho cellar 
ot tho building. 

Tho depth and strength of the 
fouudatiou* of such a bnilding are, of 
course, calculated according to the 
straiu they aro to be subjected to. 
Tho foundations of this building aro 
constructed to stand tho pressure of a 
a building teu stories higher tbau the 
ouo to be erected ou them, and, ac¬ 
cording to the builder, aro the deepest 
aud strongest ever made.—New York 
Post.

ertain low place, the 
guide diverged to the south side. 
A tall Japanese, who occupied the 
position similar to 11 sergeants, 
gave a slight nod. and the guide 
was caught and bound.

There are a great many patent bei 
hives upon the market and soruf 
highly rocommeoded that have not 
been patented, but the hive that 
suits the greatest number of experi¬ 
enced bee-keepers Is the safest on« 
for the beginner to use until he ha* 
h*ad experience enough to suggest hli 
own Improvements. Whatever th« 
form adopted use none but the bcsl 
stock, and have them well made by s

Statistics regarding the manufaev 
turc and sale of gas in Koglaod show 
that in the year 1889 the public 
works sold gas at 82 cent*. 
A profit of 22| cents was made on the 
gas at these figures as shown by tbo 
statistics In British reports, after In¬ 
terest and sinking fund were paid. 
Thr re aro 173 public gas works owned 
in Great Britain, and the average 
cost to the public of the gas manu¬ 
factured Is really only 694 cents. In¬ 
cluding Interest aod sinking fund. 
A lower price of gas increases tho 
number of consumers very grpally in 
England, although the difference in 
cost is aa oo to no in favor of the 
public gas com pan e& The statistics 
show that 405 private gas companies 
only have an average of 2,787 cus¬ 
tomers for each. The public works 
have an average number of consum¬ 
ers each of 0.e40.

An Antomatlc Fishing KcU 

A net which automatically rises to 
tbo surface and thus incloses the 
school of d*b to be caught has been 
Invented by M. Trouve, a French 
elecirl:4an. The net 19 weighted 
along the lower edge and has a pneu¬ 
matic rube alone the upper, which 
i an be inflate I by an air pump on the 
shore or fishing boat. A lure In tbe 
shape of electric lamp9 submerged In 
the water, or bait. Is employed to 
draw the dnh within the compass ol 
the net, and the air float Is then 
tilled, causing tbo net to rise to the 
surface and nem In tbe fleb. The 
net Is considered more humane than 
the ordinary ones, as it docs not 
frighten them nor destroy their eggs. 
We may add here that at a 
recent meeting of the Physio¬ 
logical Soc cty of Berlin Dr. 
Betnbo of hit Petersburg, read a 
paper lu which be advocated cutting 
the large blood vessels of tbe neck as 
the most humane mode of slaughter¬ 
ing animals When this is dono uo- 
cousclounness supervenes Ip a few 
seconds, and the movements observed 
are due to ce rubral anamla. More¬ 
over a-* is well koown, tbe flesh of 
animals which have bled to death Is 
most easily kept.— Cussell’s Maga- 
tine.

Everybody familiar with eonntry 
Ufe ha* heard the long, quavering 
scream of the screech owl. For a bird 
ao small and insignificant it* voice ia 
tremendona It haa the * unpleasant 
habit of doing the wrong things at the 
right time. Take yoor best girl for a 
walk in tho woods in the gloaming 
and note the resnlt. Just when si¬ 
lence i* busily engaged in speaking 
loader than words from right over¬ 
head there will arine a acrcam like that 
of .a lost soul. If yon have never 
heard tho soufid before it is likely 
that you will do a buudrod yards in 
even time. It ia only the love note of 
the screech owl, and ia tho only way 
he has of expressing tender emotion. 
If by chance yon catch the little fel¬ 
low in your hand you will find that it 
can express something else besides 
emotion. It clatters its beak like 
small castanets and biases and bites 
with great vigor. Its plumage is soft 
and downy, and mottled brown. Its 
eyes are large and keen, and its facial 
disks a yellowish white. 

Every dog has its day, and every 
well regulated barn has its owl. At 
least this yiertams to barns in the 
Eastern States. The barn owl is the 
bully of its tribe. It hae an especial 
weakness for chickens of the spring 
variety, anti it allows its wisdom iu 
taking up its abode near its prospec¬ 
tive larder. It also pays strict atten¬ 
tion to mice, squirrels and other small 
animals. It is never found far in the 
woods. This owl, when wing broken, 
becomes a great bully and blowhard. 
On approach it biases like a goose, 
swells ont its plumago and blinks it* 
great eyes imposingly, although it is 
dbubtful if it cau see to any extent in 
tho daylight Its plumage is grayish 
brown on the upper parts, interspersed 
with yellowish red, produced by mi¬ 
nute mottling.

// T EFOIiE this, no doubt, more 
I—than one Japanese soldier 

J[_ j has lwjnt his neck to the 

•. 9 deadly cop-cup knives of 

the Chinese. ’ 

The speaker was Lieutenant Cloth, 
of the French Navy, now in New 
York, but who was in active naval ser¬ 
vice during the Tonqnin war. 

, “Every Chinese soldier,'* he ex¬ 
plained, “carries a cup cup knife—• 
barbarous weapon— concealed in his 
trousers or his blouse. These knives 
are made of iron—not steel—are more 
than a foot long, and fitted with very 
crudely made wooden handles. They 
are used for cutting bamboo saplings 
into firewood and for a variety of pur¬ 
poses, and are always extremely dull. 
It is with tho cup-cups that the 
Chinese behead their prisoners, an 
operation that is rendered doubly 
slow and painful by the blunt edgos of 
the knives. I havo l»een told that it 
sometimes takes half an hoar of saw¬ 
ing and hacking to accomplish it, 
thongh, of course, I have no personal 
knowledge on that point. 

“They always expect to be behead¬ 
ed, if captured, and the first move 
made by a Chinese soldier who - has 
been made prisoner is to bow his head 
and bend his neck for tho knife. It is 
not surprising that more than one 
Frenchman during the Tonquin war 
killed himself rather than be captured 
by tho bloodthirsty yellow fiends, for 
the cruelty of the beheading process is 
beyond the power of words to portray. 

“I never knew a Chinaman to kill 
himself for fear of capture or to beg 
for his life after capture. They ex¬ 
pect to be killed, and see no use in 
asking quarter. But I have known 
them to beg piteously for their pig¬ 
tails. A Chinaman loses the respect 
of his countrymen if ho loses his pig¬ 
tail, and we used to cut them off in¬ 
stead of their head*. 

“The cruelty of the Japanese may 
be great—but the cruelty of tho 
Chinese is past belief. One favorite 
form of torture applied to some of our 
bravo fellows who were captured was 
impalement. Th y lay tho prisoner 
on his back, stretch his arms and legs 
and drive sharpened bamboos through 
his hands, feet and chest. Then thoy 
pour qnicklimo on parts of his body 
and leave him to a slow and awful 
death. The agony of a person treated 
in this way Is excruciating. Ton may 
be sure that the Chinese have no 
kuowledgo of or respect for the Geneva 
Red Cross convention." 

Lieutenaut Cloth says the Chinese 
are far better lighters on land than on 
water. Their seamanship"is vile. 

“Why," said the Lieutenaut, “they 
do not even know how to tack when 
navigating a hailing vessel. They can 
only go before the wind ; never against 
it. I have kuowu Chinese vessels to 
remain at anchor for days because the 
w nd was not blowing in exactly tho 
direction the ship was to sail. Their 
lack of knowledge of navigation will 
be very disadvantageous in thoir naval 
combats, in spite of tho fact that 
their ships are oomiusnded by Euro¬ 
peans.

The owl that

Tint road prac¬ 
tically divided the herds, and those 
to the south were soon swalloed up 
in the general slaughter waged by 
Indians, pot, hide and tongue hun¬ 
ters, foreign sportsman and others 
who were out to kill anything they 
saw on sight. 

This was during the winter of 
1882-83. The lm da lues to the north 
were in many scattered hands, but 
there was one great herd of not less 
than 73,000 head, which hail found 
a temporary refuge in the triangle 
formed by the Musselshell Missouri 
and Yellowstone rivers iu Montana, 
and as yet they had not been 
“smelled out” by either red or white 
hunters, lint they were as surely 
doomed as though already killed, 
lor the railroad iron cut them off 
from the southern range, ai^l the In 
diaiis of the Canadian northwest,an 
well as those ol our country, barred 
their retreat into the far North and 
so tney were hemmed In between 
the two, with no posihility of escape 
iu either direction. This lust herd 
was completely wbiped out of exist 
once in less than four mouths, and 
liefore the close of the year there 
were hnt a few singles aud pairs 
left us fugitives in that vast country 
where but a year or two before they 
could have been counted almost by 
the hundred* of thousands. At the 
end of that season 800.000 buffalo 
hides were shipped east from Glen* 
dive, on the Yellowstone River.— 
Scientific American.

Last Friday morning, in the Cir¬ 
cuit Court, Judge Campbell over¬ 
ruled the motion for t new trial, 
submitted by the counsel for 
Douglass, and then and there sen¬ 
tenced the prisoner to confinment 
in the State penitentiary for the 
term of hfe natural life, in accord¬ 
ance with the verdict of the jury. 
The Judge, however, granted a 
suspension of the sentence for for¬ 
ty clays to allow counsel for Doug¬ 
las an opportunity to make out the 
record and apply for an appeal. 
Few, if any, who heard the evi¬ 
dence, entertain a doubt that the 
prisoner fired the shot which put 
an end to the life of poor Tom 
Reed. But without commenting 
particularly upon the verdict, 
which we think is fully sustained 
by the evidence, we again take oc¬ 
casion to impress upon the young 
men of the county the lesson this 
case so forcibly teaches, showing 
tho folly and danger of carrying 
deadly weapons concealed about 
the person. Douglas started out 
last Christmas morning with a 
number of his young friends for a 
day of fun and frolio. According 
to the proof, at least three of these 
yonug men, of whom Douglasa 
was one, had pistols in their pock¬ 
ets, which, during the day, they 
amused themselves in shooting 
much to the annoyance of the law 
abiding people of the viginage. 
Had they all left their pistols at 
homejthat morning Tom Reed—a 
quiet, inoffensive man—would not 
have been brutally murdered and 
Kenoe Douglass, instead of being 
in^jail under sentence of ooja&n-

RECIPBS. 

How to Make Jelly—Making quince 
and pear jelly be oarefnl to abstract 
all tho seeds and cores of both fruits 
before cooking, as there is a muoilagu 
in thorn that will make tho jolly 
milky looking and impair tho flavor. 

Kidney Toast—Chop fine fonr veal 
kidneya with half a pound of oalf’s 
liver; season with pepper and salt. 
Moke a little batter hot in a frying 
pan and toss them about until cooked, 
bat not overdone* Romovo from the 
flro and stir in tho beaten yolk of one 
egg and half a toaspoonfnl of lomon 
juioo, Sprood on toast and servo at 
onoe.

Coooanut Sponge—Thicken one pint 
of milk in whioh is dissolved three- 
quarters of a oup of sugar, with four 
tableapoonfuls of cornstarch. Cook 
thoroughly in a doable boiler. When 
oookod and boiling hot, beat this into 
tho w hi toe of three eggs beaten stiff.

Bnt the 
chip ia taken to tbs inaajing room, 
where it ia put through one of the 
moat delicate mechanical process** in 
the world. No danger of visitors fol* 
lowing the chip to the assaying room, 
for a man who ia working with scales 
that will weigh the thirteen-hundredth 
of a grain cannot be talking to visitors. 

“You are not familiar with the bone- 
sah cup, 1 suppose, that we call the 
cupel? To tho uninformed that is 
one of the wonders of the mint. It is 
simply a little, shallow cup made of 
bone ash*** moistened and preaeed, 
but it does some wonderful work. It 
will abaoYb any metals that are melted 
in it. except gold and silver. That 
sounds a little doubtful, but it ia a 
fact that can readily be accounted for 
on sciontiflc principle*. You melt a 
lump of mingled gold and copper in 
this little cupel, and every particle of 
the copper disappears, leaving the 
gold alone in the bottom of the cup. 
That is the first step iu assaying gold, 
taking no account of a docen minor 
operations that merely lead up to it. 

“This melting in the cupel docs not 
give pure gold, however, for gold is 
often alloyed with silver. After the 
tiny button that remains in the cup 
has cooled sufficiently, it ia flattened 
with a hammer and run between 
rollers till it cornea out a little spiral 
that we call a cornot. This is put io 
a little vesspl like a thimble with a 
alit in the bottom, and ia boiled in 
nitric acid. The acid dissolves the

Hobley Dungluon, Registrar of De¬ 
posits in tha Philadelphia Mint, who 
probably know* more about the un- 
sa*u supply of gold than any other 
man in this country. The “unseen 
gold supply” Is a term the mint peo- 
pU uas to describe tho tons of gold 
and silver that lie in the half-forgot 
ten borne* in bureau drawer* —old gold 
pencil*, old watch caeca, neglected 
poefcet pi seas, broken chains, specta¬ 
cle riraa, and a thousand other bits of 
metal that have intrinsic value. Moat 
of thaae thing* are aura to find their 
way to the mint sooner or later, and 
when they do it is Mr. Dungliaon who 
makes an entry of their weight in the 
mint's big books. 

"There ia one of onr feeder*," Mr. 
Dunghaon said, as he read the aign. 
“You would be surprised to know ho* 
much of the gold and silver that we 
turn out in coin comes to ns through 
such place* There are thousands of 
hovers of old bullion in this city, and 
tens of thousands of them throughout 
the ooantry. In the* aggregate they 
send us a great many tons of bullion 
every year, ami so pat a great deal of 
money into circulation that would 
otherwise lie idle. 

"There is no piece of gold or silver 
so Urge or eo small,” he continued, 
“that the dealers will not buy it Do 
you know that gold tilling out of ex¬ 
tracted teeth make a considerable item 
in the mint's gold? They do. When 
a dentist extracts a tooth he is sure to 
extract also any gold that may be in 
it and theae tiny bits after a while 
make a little boxful, which ia sold to 
a dealer. The idea seems unpleasant,

He generally in¬ 
creases his profit a little by paying in 
goods instead of m cash.

Our 
mint standard for pure bullion is 1000, 
and wo rarely get a watch case or a 
ring or aohaio that osaays more than 
600, showing that it ia half gold or 
silver and hall alloy. You think yon 
are carrying a gold watch, but the 
chances are ninety-nine in a hundred 
that the oases are half oopper. Tho 
cases will reach the mint some day, 
almost to a certainty, and then the 
oopper will come out 

“The flow of old jewelry to the mint 
is almost as certain and steady as tho 
flow of water down an incline. The 
old tnnket is broken and useless, and 
you lay it away. Perhaps it is an heir¬ 
loom, or for some other reason you are 
attached to it, and you would not 
think of selling it. But a rainy day 
may ooms, and you aro glad to sell it. 
In any case, yon are sure to dio some 
time, and your heirs will not care for 
the chain ; then we get it and torn it 
into dollars or eagles 

“We do not buy bullion in small 
quantities at tho mint—nothing lass 
than $100 worth of gold or silver at a 
time, then we do not pay for it 
anti) It has been assayed If you 
bring us $100 worth of metal that you 
enppoee to be gold, we weigh it and 
cite you a receipt I or it, and three

By means of a clever mochaoical de¬ 
vice, the woigbt of the body is always 
registered, so tbat the physician may 
discover the slightest variation at any 
time. Of coarse tho incubator must 
be opened to feed the baby IU artifi¬ 
cial food, but by means of a deft slid¬ 
ing of the covers the outrauoe of any 
oold air from the outside is prevented. 
The temperature of the inside of tho 
inonbator is kept as near ninety-eight 
degrees as possible.

instrument of torture. 

Paddling and flogging are the most 
common punishment. Thia prevails 
everywhere, and the official is very 
j low indeed who cannot order the com * 
mon man down to be paddled. Every 
magistrate has hit professional 
paddlen, and many officials, when 
| thev go about, have officers who go 
with them, carrying these instrument* 
i of tortnre. In patting I he front gate 
of the palace one afternoon I saw a 
i number of these kesos, an they aro 
calls:!, with their peddle* beside 
them. Their master had probably 
gone in to see the King, and they 
were waiting ontsidc. These peddle* 
are aboot six feet long, five inches 
wide, and perhaps an inch thiok in the 
centre, tapering down to a thickseas 
, of perhaps three-eighths of an inch at 
the end. They have unall handles, 
and they are made of a white, hard 
wood, which is vory flexible and 
elastic. These paddling kenos have a 
regular guild of their own, and the 
business often descends from father 
to son. They are wonderfolly expert 
in the use of the paddle, and the offi¬ 
cers carry from two to a hundred of 
them with them, according to their 
1 rank. I had one or two with mo dur¬ 
ing a large part of my tours, but 1 , 
of coarse, did not use them. 

Often a half dozen mon are paddled 
at the e&me time. If there are no 
planks bandy, they are laid flat on the 
ground on their faces, and their feet 
are sometimes fastened in this pota¬ 
tion in wooden stocks, so that they 
cannot move. Thoy are laid out iD 
rows, and each man has his paddlex 
beside him. Each psddler's arms are 
bare to the shoulder, and they work 
id unison. They havo their paddiee 
raised back over their beada as far as 
their arms can reach, when they are 
ready for action, and they bring them 
down at the cry of the under officials, 
who, with awords at their sides, stand

General McClellan 
waa so well satisfied with the observa¬

More thau $2600 will be expended in 
purchasing scientific apparatus for 
this balloon, which is intended more 
for taking observations than for the 
purpose of war. 

Aaide from this the German army 
has this spring put in tho field as effi¬ 
cient a balloon corps m that of France, 
though, perhaps, not so strong un- 
msncally. At Mels, during the late 
maneuvers, several sucoossftlT ascen¬ 
sions were mode which practically 
proved the vast advantage an army 
may dorlvo from having those aerial 
observatories. A very interesting ex¬ 
periment wss also made to show that 
the balloons can, ia an emergency, 
supply the want of bridges. A good- 
sized balloon was supplied with a 
large number of ropes dangling from 
its auto. One of these was seined by 
a soldier, who woe carried across the 
river in the twinkling of an eye. As 
soon as he had landed he fastened the 
end of a line securely, after which 
the balloon woe honied forward and 
back, and in leas than no time trans- , 
ferred a battalion from one side to 
another.

equipment, is now at the Fort Riley 
(Kan.) School of Instructions, where 
it is being used in instructing the sig¬ 
nal corps at that post. It haa boen 
pronounced by experts as a master- 
piece in balloon building. 

This U not the first time the United 
States army haa made use of balloons. 
Daring the Civil War tho Federal Gov¬ 
ernment recognized their value for 
making observation. In the month 
of September, 1861, one of the most 
daring aeronauts. La Mountains, fur¬ 
nished important information to Gen¬ 
eral McClellan. His balloon rose from 
tbo Northern camp of the Potomac 
and passed above Washington. 
The ropes were then oat 
and La Mountaine rose to the 
height of a mile and a half and found 
himself directly over the linee of the 
Confederates. There he was able to 
perfectly observe their position and 
movements. When he had made his 
observations he threw out ballast and 
rose to a height of three miles, when 
an air carront carried him in the di¬ 
rection of Maryland, where he de¬ 
scended in safety. General MoClellen 
was so well satisfied with the observa¬ 
tions takon taken that through his in¬ 
fluence the War Department received 
orders causing more balloons to be 
provided. 

The use of balloons, however, was 
discontinued for many years, but now 
it is bolieved they will be given a per¬ 
manent place in the equipment of all 
armies. The science of oerousatics 
has so advanced, new features being 
constantly added, that it to hard to 
disbelieve anything olaimod by tho 
enthusiasts in this lino. The chances 
are that wo will dispense entirely with 
ordinary fleets and do oar fighting in 
tho air. The only thing needed just 
now to show what can be done with 
those maoh-talked-of war balloons to 
to start a first-class continental war.

United States army the first real step 
wss taken by the military officials of 
this country to advance with the great 
war powers of Europe in this line of 
military work. It is modeled after 
both the French and English military 
balloons and in mechanical details em¬ 
bodies tho best features of each. It 
resembles the English in tho similarity 
of material from which the envelope 
is made. The system of inflation is 
also like that of the English, the hy¬ 
drogen being stored under pressure 
within steel cylinders. In the plan of 
its suspension gear it is after the 
Freuch models. 

The envelope of the "General Myer’J 
is spherical in shape, with a capacity 
of 18,000 cubic feet, corresponding 
with tbs ordinary balloon used abroad 
for oaptive ascensions, and having a 
lifting power sufficient to carry two 
men with the necessary signal instru¬ 
ments. The envelope to formed of 
gold-boaters' ekiu, which to especially 
adapted to this purpose, as it to im¬ 
pervious to the hydrogen gas and is 
vary light.

When baking in an oven that is too 
hot at the top, fill with cold water a 
dripping pan which is about an inch 
deep and place it on the top gTate of 
the oven. Should tho oven bo too hot 
on tbe bottom, pat a grate on the bot¬ 
tom, put a grate under tho artiole 
that it to be baked.
